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EDITORIAL 


AT LONG LAST we can say quite 
firmly, with no equivocation and without 
fear of contradiction, that there will be a 
new Apple II. And there will be a colour 
Macintosh. Both from Apple. Both in 
the next few months. 

Normally, any magazine or journalist 
who makes that sort of prediction before 
the official announcement is simply 
asking for trouble. The gossip mills 
about Apple were always industrious, 
their product not always genuine. 

But this time we have hard concrete 
evidence. 

One. We have talked at length to a 
member of staff who has been present at 
the trade shows in Cupertino, California, 
where the new Macintosh has been 
shown to the eager staffers so they could 
know the direction that Apple is 
travelling. They were not shown 
mock-ups of a maybe machine. They 
were shown the real thing, operating. 

Two. We have talked to several 
Macintosh programmers who work on 
their own account and also do contract 
work for Apple. They have all been told 
their programs must have colour 


capability built in and they have been 
given the exact method and parameters to 
achieve this miracle. 


Three. We have talked to 
programmers in the United States who 
have already been issued with the new 
16/8 bit Apple so their current programs 
could be modified to fit, and their new 
programs could make use of this 
availability of power and memory. 

Four. We have seen two mock-ups of 
the new machine - one with detachable 
keyboard, one fixed - which were shown 
to leaders of the European market for 
their evaluation several months ago. 

Five. Both John Sculley and Delbert 
W. Yocam have stated publicly this is 
the year the Apple II gets a new central 
processing unit. 

These are not straws in the wind. 
These are facts - provable, demonstrable 
facts. 


The only fact we have not been able 
to lay our hands on is the exact date of 
the launch of these new machines. The 
most probable date suggested is August. 

It is almost certain that Apple 
management will not wait until next 
February for the announcement, 
considering that Atari with the SOOST, 
Commodore with the Amiga and IBM 
with the JX are snapping at their heels. 
In the United States the Christmas trade 
has an importance which is difficult to 
understand in Australia. In the States the 
Christmas market can make or break a 
home computer company. Therefore it 
seems most likely Apple will try to be 
ready to attack that market with these 
new models. If that is the case they have 
a deadline somewhere around the end of 
October for their launch date if they are 
going to get the cream of the sales, and 
the earlier the better. 

Our guess - based on leaked evidence 
we have to hand - is the date will be 
August, which gives them plenty of time 
to get a stranglehold on those Christmas 
sales.

The company said it has already 
begun shipping new versions of its Last 
Accounting program which is totally 
Macintosh Plus and ImageWriter II 
compatible, and would begin shipping 
new versions of its HyperDrive and 
HyperDrive 20 internal hard disks in 
April. 

Two other newly-announced products 
in the HyperDrive family, a file server 
software package called Hypernet and 
HyperDrive 2000, a high-performance 
coprocessor board with an internal hard 
disk drive, will also work with the new 
Macintosh Plus. The MacCharlie Plus is 
also expected to be shipped in April.

Typesetting and graphics 

In this issue we have another article 
on desktop publishing using the 
Macintosh and the LaserWriter, which we 
consider an extremely useful way to get 
typesetting done quickly and cheaply for 
in house publishing. 

If you have a Macintosh but don't 
have a LaserWriter, or even if you have 
an IBM, and would like to use the 
facilities of the LaserWriter, there are 
several companies now who can do 


this for you. 

The Creative Computer Co in 
Hurstville, NSW, is a good example. 

The advantages of computer graphics 
and typesetting are that the speed and 
quality are excellent, and corrections are 
very fast and simple. 

What takes a week or so to do with 
conventional typesetting can be produced 
within 24 hours. 

They can take your Macintosh disk 
and turn your company reports, balance 
sheets, newsletters, etc into elegant 
typesetting in a wide variety of fonts, 
printed out on the LaserWniter. 

They can design the page layouts for 
you and incorporate graphics and line 
drawings. 

They can also download from IBM 
and Apple II disks. 

They offer an instant graphic service ; 
simple business cards and letterheads can 
often be created while you wait, naturally 
it takes a few hours for logos and 
artwork.

Shiny new Apples 


for Sale? 


IT IS NOW SEMI-OFFICIAL. 

There will be a new colour Macintosh 
launched this year. 

There will be anew 16 byte Apple. 

We have suggested the possibility in 
previous issues but now we can confirm 
it is so. Let's take them one by one. 


Colour Mac 


The new Macintosh will have, among 
other improvements, a colour screen. 
This Macintosh has already been 
demonstrated by Apple staff members in 
a series of product shows in Cupertino. 

Apple has now grown so large that, 
in order to keep all employees informed 
as to what they are doing, they have to 
hold trade shows which in size and 
number of attendees rival some of the 
computer shows in Australia. 

We know the colour Macintosh was 
shown just a few weeks ago because, 
amazingly, a complete stranger managed 
to get in. He was visiting Cupertino at 
the time and was talking to a friend of 
his who was working for Apple. The 
friend said there would be a trade show 
that night for Apple staff members. He 
took careful notice of the address and 
turned up at the required time and was 
allowed in. And there he saw the colour 
Macintosh. 

At the same time it is worth noting 
that every programmer working on an 
Apple Macintosh development has had a 
confidential memo saying that all 
programs have to be written with colour 
capability built in. That has been 
enforced since the beginning of this year. 

The machines that were demonstrated 
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were production line machines, which 
means that Apple must be very close to 
launching them. How close? 

The best information we have is that 
they will go into full scale production in 
July. Which means they will be launched 
to an eager and expectant world in either 
August or early September. But without 
doubt this year. 

Everyone who had dreamed of having 
their Macintosh in colour direct from 
Apple can now rejoice. It is quite 
definitely going to happen. And it is 
quite definitely going to be soon. 


New CPU for Apple II 


The situation with the Apple II is 
even firmer. Both John Sculley and 
Delbert Yocam have stated that this is 
the year the Apple II will get a new 
central processing unit. 

The new CPU will replace the now 
venerable 6502, which is of course an 8 
byte chip. The new chip is a 16/8 byte 
chip which is almost totally compatible 
with all earlier Apple programs. 

It will run at 4 megahertz and will 
give a completely new lease of life to the 
Apple II. Expect this to be announced at 
the same time as the colour Macintosh. 


Detachable keyboard? 


The information on the new chip is 
quite firm. What is not firm is whether 
the new Apple will have a detachable 
keyboard or not. 

Note that in many countries in 
Europe it is ulegal to use a computer in 
an office situation if the keyboard forms 
an integral part of the computer. It is felt 


that a non-detachable keyboard 1s 
ergonomically unsound. Therefore, to be 
accepted in offices in Europe, the Apple 
II has to have a detachable keyboard in 
the same way as the Macintosh does. 

Because Apple has never considered 
the rest of the world outside the US a 
major market we would have said they 
would have ignored this requirement. But 
now that Jean Paul Gassee is now in 
charge of product development - Gassee 
is the ex-head of Apple in France - it 
seems fairly certain he will ensure that 
the machine is totally acceptable in 
Europe. Which means there will be a 
detachable keyboard. 


Mouse 


It is probable that the new Apple II 
will also have a mouse. 

The reason for this is simple. All of 
the best new business programs which 
have been produced - specifically those 
coming from Luc Bartheleq - require the 
use of the mouse. 

It is true you can fit a mouse using a 
board in a slot of the current Apple. But 
that is not the ideal solution. The mouse 
as an integral part of the machine is not 
difficult to fit. Look for it on the new 
Apple. 


Hi-res screen 


Finally, the new Apple II is going to 
have a very much higher resolution 
screen. 

The most probable resolution is the 
316 by 400. This is very high resolution 
indeed - equivalent to the IBM when it is 
fitted with the Hercules colourcard. When 
you have this sort of resolution you can 
use a colour monitor for word processing 
and for spreadsheets. 

There is a strong move in the 
business to insist on the use of colour 
monitors because theoretically they lower 
the possibility of eyestrain and at the 
same time, keep the work interesting. 

No colour monitor can easily work 
with the Apple II and produce letters and 
figures which are sharp and clear. Hence

the increase in resolution. 

This new Apple ll will give the machine on which the 
fortunes of Apple were based a new lease of life. 

But there are even greater developments in the pipeline. 

Apple have already commissioned work on a new, true, 16 
byte chip which is totally compatible with the 6502 and with 
its new replacement. This chip will run at speeds up to 10 
megahertz which will make the Apple ll as fast a personal 
computer as any on the market today. 

One direction Apple is definitely travelling in is to only 
use proprietary central processing units. Then they will have 
no problems with pirates. (If pirates can't get the chips they 
can't build the machines.) 

When will this machine be available? The situation at the 
moment is that the chip is being tested and debugged. This is a 
far longer process than debugging a software program and it is 
unlikely that this chip will be commercially available until, at 
the earliest, the first half of next year. 

Nevertheless, there seems little doubt that Apple will 
embrace the chip because it will give the Apple II another 
10-15 years of life. It will also keep all the hundreds of 
thousands of Apple II fans around the world extremely happy, 
because their original programs will still be usable on this 
upgraded superpower superfast machine. 

The only question that occurs to us is what are they going 
to call it. 

Not Apple 3 surely? @

SOFTWARE 


MOST MACINTOSH fanatics were 
originally Apple fanatics. And their love 
of that machine still carries on. While it 
is true that the amount of software for 
the Macintosh has increased by leaps and 
bounds over the past few months, the 
programs available, in quantity, are not 
within cooee of the programs available 
for the Apple II. 

And we thought that was the way the 
world went. Those were the breaks. That 
was the way the cookie crumbled. And 
we were wrong. 

For now a young American called 
David Hemmo, in co-operation with 
another programmer, Marc Moini, has 
written a program, Mac+II, which allows 
a Macintosh owner to use any of the 


At last - Apple II will speak 
peace unto Macintosh 


Apple II programs. 

This is not a lash up full of ifs and 
buts. As far as we can ascertain this is 
the genuine article, which will increase 
the availability of Macintosh programs 
by several thousand per cent, overnight. 

Note: this is a software solution. It is 
not like MacCharlie where, effectively, 
two computers are welded into one to 
allow the Macintosh to use IBM PC 
software. . 

With Mac+II you merely load the 
emulator program into your Macintosh, 
transfer the programs you want over to 
suitable disks and then you are in 
business. 

Mac+lIlI only became available in 
Australia on the morning we were 


putting this magazine to press. We had 
very little time to play with it, to test it 
for bugs, to see whether it worked as 
claimed. But what we did see assured us 
that here was an emulator which would 
simply, quickly and easily make Apple 
programs operate on the Macintosh. 

The manual that comes with the 
program is slapdash and makeshift and 
contains several spelling errors. But it 
does show exactly how the program 
works, it does lay out all its strengths 
and weaknesses. 

To give you a first taste of Mac+IT 
here is a severely edited and truncated 
version of the manual. Next month we 
will have a full test of the program ready 
for your interest and information. 


Mac+lIlI is an Apple Ile or Apple II+ 
emulator for the Macintosh. It turns the 
Macintosh into an Apple [Ie or Apple II+ 
with up to 128k of RAM, 80 column 
display, built in serial interface, 3.5" disk 
drive and 68000 extension card. The exact 
configuration depends on the type of 
ROM you decide to install in the 
emulated machine. Mac+II opens to 
Macintosh users most of the library of 
programs available for the Apple II 
computers. 

Mac+lII (V3.0) operates on a 
Macintosh with at least 512k of RAM.

communications program that allows 
Mac+lIl to receive files and programs 
from an Apple II. 

Mac +II is written by David Hemmo. 
UmniDOS is written by David Hemmo and 
Marc Moini. Mac Com is written by 
Marc Moini. 

Power on or RESET the Macintosh. 
Insert the Mac+JI disk internal drive. 

The code in the Apple II ROMs is 
copyrighted by Apple Computer Inc. 
Apple Computer Inc does not license this 
code except to Apple II owners. You 
have to transfer this code from your 
Apple II into your copy of Mac+II the 
first time you use Mac+II. Mac+lIl will 
ask if you want to transfer Apple II 
ROMs. Click on OK. You will then be 


presented with a dialog box asking you 
to connect your Macintosh to an Apple 
II. Choose TRANSROM from the menu 
shown. Then click OK on the Macintosh 
(or CANCEL to go back to the Finder) 
and follow the instructions on the Apple 
II screen to make the transfer. Your 
Apple II ROMs (all except Apple IIc 
ROMs) will be copied and installed into 
Mac +II, which will then launch itself. 

Mac+lII finishes loading and ejects its 
disk. From then on, and until you exit 
Mac+IlI, your Macintosh behaves just as 
if it were the Apple II from which the 
ROMs were transferred. 

Mac+lIl creates disks that are on the 
Apple II format and logic. 

Mac-+lII does not support a hard disk.

PRINTER: 


If you have an ImageWriter printer 
connected to your Macintosh, you may 
use it. Mac+J/ emulates a printer card in 
slot 1. From BASIC, type PR#1 to 
enable the printer. Type PR#0 to disable 
it. 

You may type lower case characters 
on the keyboard (with the Caps Lock key 
in the UP position), but depending on 
the ROMS you transferred, these may or 
may not be turned into upper case 
characters before being used. 


DISK DRIVES: 


Under Mac +II, a Macintosh disk drive 
is seen as a Unidisk 3.5, with either 
400k or 800k capacity, depending on 
your disk drive. 

Mac+II emulates all the protocol 
converter calls except the ones 
concerning program execution in the 
drive's internal memory. This means that 
copy-protected software for the Apple II 
that resides on 3.5" disks may not work 
under Mac +I. 


MODEM PORT: 


Mac+lIl partially emulates a Super 
serial Card in Slot 2, corresponding to 
the Modem port of the Macintosh. This 
card is limited to baud rates higher than 
300 and lower than 9600. 


80 COLUMN CARD: 


If you have transferred Apple IIe 
ROMs into Mac +II, a 80-column display 
card is available in slot 3. Type PR#3 to 
enable it. 


RAM: 


There is a total amount of 128k of 
RAM available for use by the emulated 
Apple II. Please note that you need to 
install Apple IIe ROMs to be able to 
access the 64k of auxiliary memory. You 
are limited to a total of 64k with Apple 
IJ+ ROMs, which means you have a 16k 


card built-in to start with. 


MOUSE: 


Joystick and paddles are replaced by 
the Macintosh mouse under Mac +I]. The 
ENTER key is the second button. 


UniDOS: 


UniDOS is a patched version of 
Apple Computer Inc's DOS 3.3 for 3.5" 
disks of Apple II or Macintosh, allowing 
access to the 400k/800k bytes of the 3.5 
disks. 

UniDOS divides a 3.5" disk into 
400K volumes; on a 400K drive, one 
volume D1, on a 800K drive two 
volumes, D1 and D3. (resp. D2 & D4 for 
a second drive). The only operation 
which differs from DOS 3.3 is the 
INITialization of a 3.5 floppy disk. 


Mac Com: 


Mac Com is a program to transfer 
software from an Apple II to another 
Apple II through "Super Serial Card"s, 
using modems or a direct connection. 
Communication from an Apple II to 
Mac+lIl is made possible through an 
Imagewriter 1 cable connected on one 


side to a "super serial card" or a modem 
and to the modem serial port of 
Macintosh on the other side. 

With Mac Com you are going to 
transfer programs from 5.25" disks to 3.5 
disks. The 3.5 disks need to be initialized 
by the Macintosh finder if they are blank. 

Mac+IlI and UniDOS are loaded onto 
your Macintosh. Insert Mac Com disks 
in the Apple II and the Macintosh. Type 
BRUN MAC COM<CR> on the 
Macintosh and PR#6<CR> on the Apple 
II. Mac Com asks which is the receiver 
and which 1s the sender. 

To select a file, use the Return key or 
the space bar, an hyphen appears to the 
left of the name of the selected files. 
Press the D key (for “Done") to initiate 
the transfer. 

Mac Com will transfer the files, 
displaying at both end each file's name 
and the number of sectors (256 
characters) remaining to transfer. 


Program Configuration 

When you Brun Mac Com, an 
information window reading the Mac 
Com version appears. Press the space bar 
and a configuration window appears. You 
are now going to set up the program for 
transfer. 


Communications slot: 

Press any key. Enter the slot number 
of your communications card. On 
MAC+II or an APPLE IIc, enter 2 to use 
the modem serial port. MAC COM also 
supports modem interface cards for the 
Apple II. Adaptation for the HAYES 
Micromodem II and the NOVATION 
Applecat II is underway. (See "Important 
notes” on the MAC COM disk for more 
information). 


MODEM: 


If you are using a HAYES

display additional messages to keep you

EVEN THOUGH communicating 
with microcomputers is becoming very 
common, it may still be quite daunting 
for the novice if he strikes problems. 

Few things are more disappointing 
than when, after spending several hundred 
dollars on peripherals, you turn 
everything on and nothing happens. The 
tendency is to try several times and, if 
the system still does not work, to give 
up in frustration and anger for having 
spent all the money. 

Provided you have good equipment, 
there is no reason it should not work. Of 
course, there is always the possibility of 
faulty equipment, but in my experience 
this is rare. The failure to communicate 
properly has usually a simple cause. 


Maybe the cable? 


The most common problem is in 
the cable connecting the computer with 
the modem. The usual manifestation of 
such a problem is that you are unable to 
communicate with anything at all. 
Fortunately, it is practically impossible 
to cause any damage to either the 
computer or anything else by using an 
improperly configured cable. Things 
simply won't work until the cable is 
right. 

What do you do then? With most 
modems only three of the 25 pins of the 
usual DB25 connector need be connected, 
namely pins 2, 3 and 7. Pin 7 on the 
computer side is invariably connected to 
pin 7 on the modem side. Because of lack 
of standardisation, depending on the 
interface card and modem, pins 2 and 3 
are sometimes connected to their

equivalent pin numbers on the other side, 
at other times they are crossed, 1.e. pin 2 
is connected to pin 3 and pin 3 to pin 2. 
To test the theory of the wrong cable, 
simply cross pins 2 and 3 on one side 
and try again. 

Another point is that with the 
CC7710 card pins 4, 6 and 20 should be 
shorted on the card side. 


Data format 


Another common problem involves 
the selection of data format. Most remote 
computers are happy with 8 data bits 
plus one stop bit. However, some require 
a specific data format, e.g. 7 data bits, 1 
parity (even or odd) bit plus one stop bit, 
otherwise they will not acknowledge 
what you are typing. To rectify the 
problem it is simply a matter of setting 
the software to the required data format. 


Half and full duplex 


The problem of half and full duplex is 
common and usually trivial to solve. 
When full duplex communications is 
required and you are set for half duplex, 
all you type appears on the screen twice. 
No harm done, just switch the software 
to full duplex. If you are in full duplex 
and the host requires half duplex, all your 
typing is invisible. To rectify the 
Situation, simply switch to half duplex. 


Remote services 


When connecting to remote services 
such as mainframes, bulletin boards, 
Viatel etc, your modem should always be 
switched to ORIGINATE mode. If, on

the other hand, you are trying to 
establish a link with a friend with a 
similar system to yours, it is essential 
that one of you be in originate mode and 
the other in answer mode. That's what 
the modem switches are for. It does not 
matter which side is which, provided 
there is one of each in a communications 
link. Almost all remote services are 
always in answer mode. 

I have concentrated on problems with 
easily rectifiable causes. There is one 
problem with the older Apple //c's 
(purchased prior to December 1984) 
which manifests itself in intermittent 
garbage on the screen and is not 
amenable to any immediate solution. It 
is caused by a design flaw (long since 
rectified) and those people who 
experience this problem should see an 
authorised Apple dealer for a free fix. 

Communicating with your Apple 
should be as reliable as with any other 
equipment. Proper software and hardware 
should obtain good results for both 
hobby and professional use. é

Fantavision -

FANTAVISION IS THE SECOND 
in a series Of mouse operated programs 
produced by Broderbund. The first of 
these was Dazzle Draw. 

When I saw Dazzle Draw I thought 
that Broderbund had reached the top in 
mouse operated programs, but they have 
made Fantavision even better. 

The program works on the principle 
that you make one picture at a time, and 
then after you have made all the pictures 
that you want, you flip them over one by 
one. 

A good example to illustrate this 
would be to start off with a man in a 
Standing position, and then in the next 
series of pictures keep the body in the 
Same position but move his legs. When 
the "Movie" was finally run it would 
look as though the man was walking. 

This idea is obviously a simple one. 
On the Show Disk there are more 
complicated ones, eg a fish swimming 
and breathing. 


The Main Menu looks like this:

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The advantage with this menu is that 
it Supports more than the mouse. The 
problem that you might encounter with 
using the joystick is that you can never 
get it to stay in one place, so that makes 
it difficult to use the menus.

My overall impressions of 
Fantavision are very favourable because 
it is like a little Movie Maker. 
Fantavision excels any other mouse 
Operated program but there is one 
drawback, and that is that you cannot 
Print out a picture. That is easily 
overcome by making a screen dump, 
which is what I've done to illustrate the 
main idea behind Fantavision. (See 
Picture 1).

FIRST AN ADMISSION of bias. I 
truly believe that the software company 
Borland International has done more for 
computing than any other software 
company. They have transformed the way 
in which software is marketed and, in 
doing so, they have forced the price of 
many programs down to a level where 
they approach sanity. 

The result of their intelligent pricing 
policy and their radical approach to 
marketing 1s they sell programs, some of 
which one would have thought would 
have had a limited appeal, in quite 
amazing and unprecedented quantities. 

Who would for a moment imagine 
that a program on Pascal would sell over 
400,000? Yet it did. Because it was 
priced at under $50. At that price level 
you can buy a program just to see 
whether you like it or not. And all the 
Borland programs are very likeable. 

Most of the programs they produce 
are designed to fit into the upper part of 
the memory of IBM PCs and their 
myriad clones, where they can be called 
upon when wanted, and where they can 
make up for some of the awful and 
obvious faults of the IBM PC operating 
system. Their virtue is they fix 
problems, fill in gaps, present services, 
and these fixes make the IBM PC into a 
friendly machine - at least something 
less than totally hostile. 

When it comes to the Macintosh, 
Borland is in something of a quandary 
because such gaps, such problems 
simply do not exist. Almost everything 
Borland produces for the IBM already 
exists on the Macintosh. To add the 


Macintosh in its ability to use a note 
pad, check the date and move in and out 
of programs with ease. 

A direct transfer of the IBM Sidekick 
to the Macintosh would be pointless. 
Instead they have looked for added 
benefits which would help the Apple 
user. 

The admirable Frenchman who is in 
charge of Apple Product Development, 


normal range of programs would be 
gilding the lily. 

There is one exception to this rule - 
and that is Sidekick. This is the best 
selling program in the Borland stable and 
gives the IBM some of the power of the

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* Has a full featured financial 
and scientific calculator which will 
print out a paper tape of the calculations. 

* Has a print spooler which lets 
you print out text files while you use the 
Macintosh for something else. This 
spooler does not, repeat not, work with a 
LaserWriter. It works with the 
ImageWriter and, probably, any other 
standard printer attached to the Mac. But 
not the LaserWriter. We know. We tried. 
In many different ways. 

* Has a built in calendar which 
can be either daily, weekly, or monthly. 
It also can be used with a list of things 
to do which is immensely effective 
because there is a built in alarm 
system. 

This section of the program could 
undoubtedly be improved by 
incorporating a sleep mode subroutine 
such as we had on the Lisa of sacred 
memory and which is now available as a 
public domain add-on program. Sadly, 
the version in the public domain only 
allows you to use sleep mode once and 
then you have to reset the computer. 

What we need is a program which 
allows us to leave the Macintosh on all 
day and dims the screen whenever the 
computer is not used for five minutes or 
so. That way we can have all our alarms 
going off at the right time without the 
computer possibly, just possibly, 
damaging its screen. 
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* Includes an expense account 
file to keep track of travel and business 
expenses as well as tracking all credit 
card entries, balances and, in our case 
desperately important, limits. 

* Has a report generator that 
prints out mailing lists, appointment 
calendar and telephone directory. 

* Gives you the time with an 
analogue clock face - the old 
fashioned kind, as opposed to the new 
fangled digital - anywhere on the screen 
of your Macintosh. 

* Has compatible software for 300, 
1,200 and 2,400 baud modems. 

All of which is good, excellent, 
helpful, copacetic and likewise extremely 
nice. The documentation, like all Borland 
documentation, 1s quite outstanding. 

Now we come to the mystery. The 
original version of Sidekick I tested had a 
telephone dialling feature which would, 
in theory, work with a modem. I never 
got ours up and running, possibly 
because the dialling system on our 
network is different from that which is 
standard in the United States. This new 
version of Sidekick has included with it a 
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PhoneBook 


strange device called a Phonelink. This 
little box plugs into the audio 
connection at the back of the Macintosh 

With it you can use the Macintosh to 
direct dial telephone numbers, even if 
you do not possess a modem. Which is 
interesting and useful. 

And, at least in theory, you can use 
the terminal program to automatically 
dial up databases. To date I haven't used 
this for reasons which will become 
apparent in a moment. 

In the publicity blurb for the 
Phonelink it says, "If you have a modem 
Phonelink works even while your 
modem is busy with some other task, 
like receiving or sending a file." 

This is the most amazing statement 
we have seen in the field of 
communications for a very long time. 

If it is true, as I understand it, it 
means you will be able to transmit data 
through your modem while carrying on a 
telephone conversation on the same line 
at the same time. 

To show I have got the publicity's 
suggestion to rights another quote would 
be in order. "Now you can automatically 


dial your telephone 
numbers with Sidekick’s 
MacDialer and Phonelink 
while your modem is busy 
uploading or downloading 
files with Sitdekick’s 
MacTerm. For example, 
you can check stock prices 
on Dow Jones and 
simultaneously call your 
stockbroker." 

The reason I sound a 
little dubious in believing 
this amazing suggestion is 
that, as far as I can tell, it 
simply isn't possible. The 
second reason I have cause 
to doubt the claim is that 
the facility is not 
mentioned anywhere in the 
manual. 

It is just possible 
reading the publicity 
material to impute that it 
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SOFTWARE 


doesn't state you have continuous 
communication simultaneously but 
rather that dialling can go on while you 
are still connected through either the 
modem or the Phonelink. 

If the publicity 1s misleading then 
Borland should change it straight away. If 
itis correct then they should explain how 
to carry out this wonderful function 
clearly and unambiguously. 

What I did was parcel up the whole 
box and dice and send it to my mates in 
NettComm. They know more about 
communications than is reasonable for a 
young lad and will no doubt come back 
with the good oil before the next issue. I 
will then tell you whether this is the 
greatest breakthrough in telecom- 
munications or whether it is a naughty 
publicity person's indulgence in 
untruthful hyperbole. 

If you ignore the claims for the 
PhoneLink this is still a most 
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worthwhile Macintosh 
program and I have now 
included it on every 
machine in the office, 
loading it down on to hard 
disk. Next month we will 
let you know the answer 
about the simultaneous 
voice/data transmission. @

Snapshot and Shuttle 
better than we said? 


Thanks for the reasonably positive 
and informative review of our Snapshot 
system in January's Apple Review. I 
hope you will allow me some space to 
answer some of the more contentious 
points raised in that review. 

First of all, your reviewer's 
comments on the standard of our 
documentation are fair enough. In 
mitigation, I can only say that since the 
Snapshot software packages are all 
menu-driven and thus pretty easy to use, 
we have always regarded their manuals as 
read-once-then-throw-away items. Our 
AuStralian distributors will be 
responsible for our product 
documentation in future and may well 
take a different view. 

We agree with your reviewer's 
opinion that users are unlikely to need 
more than four programs in memory at 
once. That's why the Shuttle allows only 
four at a time to be loaded. (Eleven 
would be out of the question). It is worth 
mentioning that with an Apple //e, those 
four programs can be 64K or 128K, ora 
mixture of both sizes. Thus, owners of a 
one Megabyte board like the Apple Il 
Memory Expansion card or Cirtech's 
Flipper can use over half their extra 
memory as a ramdisk, while the Shuttle 
uses the remainder. 

It is not true to say that users cannot 
transfer data from one program to another 
(with or without the Shuttle). Many 
business applications recognize Data 
Interchange Format (DIF) files for this 
precise purpose. Many more programs 
use standard text file formats which are 
easily transferred from one application to 
another. Even if a Shuttle user is using a 
variety of operating systems, by 
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simply keeping a utility like Quality 
Software's Universal File Conversion in 
one of the Shuttle workspaces, data 
transfer is still rendered fairly easy. (The 
availability of a ramdisk makes the 
process even easier.) 

The main advantage of the Printerrupt 
over other methods of obtaining screen 
dumps is its ability to deal with any 
program, not just those which are not 
copy-protected or those that leave 
screen-memory intact after a 
Control-Reset. (You must yourself have 
come across plenty of programs that 
simply reboot if a Control-Reset is 
attempted; how do you get screen-dumps 
from them without a utility like the 
Printerrupt?) 

Your reviewer seems to discount the 
Copykit’s ability to deal with 
multi-access programs and claims that it 
will not copy a/l memory-resident 
programs either. I would take issue with 
him (or her) on both counts. The truth is 
that the number of programs 
(memory-resident or otherwise) that the 
Copykit cannot be used to back up - with 
a lesser or greater degree of effort - is 
minimal. We at Dark Star have never 
come across a memory-resident 
Apple-compatible program which the 
Copykit couldn't back up when, in 
many cases, every other method failed 
miserably. I've never heard of these 
"dozens of ways of achieving the same 
effect at a much lower cost" that are 
alluded to, but I suspect that if they 
really existed, we would have bitten the 
dust (along with our competitors) a long 
time ago. By the way, I am puzzled by 
your reviewer's inability to make 
working copies of Copykit backups. As 
far as I know, not one of our thousands 
of customers around the world has 
experienced this difficulty. 

Finally, having stuck with me this 


far, I thought your readers might be 
interested in our latest addition to the 
Snapshot family, the UniCopy 3.5. This 
package uses the interrupt-and-resume 
power of the Snapshot card to let users 
boot any memory-resident program from 
a 5.25" floppy and then save it to a 
UniDisk 3.5 diskette in just a few 
seconds. It allows up to twelve programs 
to be stored on the same diskette 
regardless of the operating systems they 
normally run under. Switching programs 
can be accomplished with the minimum 
of effort by using UniCopy 3.5 to 
interrupt one, save its current status, and 
then load another. Each program on a 
UniCopy diskette resumes running at the 
point of interruption, so time-consuming 
disk I/O operations and searching for 
where the user left off are both 
eliminated.

This long and defensive letter from 
David Bridson brings to mind the 
Shakespearian line, "Methinks the lady 
doth protest too much." We gave Dark 
Star two separate reviews which could be 
precisely described as minor raves. This 
David Bridson considers to be

Finally, he is, of course, joking when 
he says he knows of no other ways of 
backing up at a lesser cost. Will every 
Apple Review reader who does not have a 
broken copy of Locksmith and several 
other breaking programs please raise their 
right hands? And answer there was none.

INSIDE THE APPLE II

LAST MONTH WE LOOKED AT 
the components of a microcomputer, 
discussed the use of high level languages 
and learnt how to access the Apple's 
"mini assembler” from the monitor. 
That's all well and good, but let's extend 
our knowledge a little further and take a 
closer look at the heart of the Apple; 
presenting the 6502. 

The 6502 microprocessor was 
originally designed by a company called 
MOS Technology Inc., who were a 
"breakaway" group from the giant 
American manufacturer Motorolla. Since 
then other companies such as Synertek 
and Rockwell have also produced them. 
The original bipolar version has been 
superceded by several CMOS versions of 
the chip which boast higher clock speeds 
and increased instruction sets . Suffice to 
Say at this stage that they are all very 
similar and the differences in instruction 
sets between different versions of the 
same chip will not affect the newcomer. 

It is this microprocessor which adorns 
the insides of several popular 
microcomputers (hereinafter affec- 
tionately called "micro") including the 
Apple J[ series. 

Astute readers may wonder why I use 
the word "microcomputer" instead of that 
tired cliche "personal computer". Permit 
me to explain myself. Firstly, I believe 
that most personal computers are 
anything but "personal", with the 
possible exception of the Mac, and 
secondly my dislike of the expression is 
more or less historical. In the bad ol’ 
days before personal computers, we had 
only "mini computers", those monstrous 
machines filling rooms and corridors 
which were (and still are) anything but 
user friendly. Minis, and their even 
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bigger brothers, mainframes, are 
necessary in industry where the sharing 
of information among what may be 
anything up to several thousand 
employees requires a fast and powerful 
machine. Minis, of course, require 
terminals and with the advent of the first 
microprocessor these terminals began to 
become more and more intelligent. At 
the same time, there developed a need 
for a "one man" machine for small 
busineses and hobbyists. Enter the 
microcomputer. 

The early micros were called just that, 
microcomputers. These were the Tandy 
TRS 80's and not far behind - the Apple 
]['s. There were others and just who was 
irst I'm not sure but they represented 
what were soon to become known as

personal computers. The phrase didn't 
really catch on though until the belated 
but well timed entry into the market of 
the big, bold, blue IBM PC. And since 
then the word microcomputer has all but 
faded into oblivion. 

The 6502 microprocessor is an "8 bit" 
device, this means it can deal with 8 bits 
or one "byte" of data at a time. It has 16 
address lines and can therefore access a 
total of 65536 memory locations 
directly. 

Figure 1 shows a pinout of the chip 
showing the data and address lines as well 
as the various control signals, clocks and 
power supply. These signals aren't 
particularly important at this stage, 
however an understanding of the internal 
structure of the chip is more so. 


ADDRESS 
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Figure 2 shows a programming 
model of the 6502. It shows several 
blocks, known as registers, starting with 
the accumulator, then the x-register, the 
y-register, the stack pointer, and finally 
the program counter. These are all part 
of the internal memory of the CPU. 
They also provide a good example of the 
internal workings of almost all 
microprocessors. Variations, of course, 
are preat but all CPU's share in common 
the use of internal dynamic memory 
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locations within the package itself. You 
may be wondering how the initials CPU 
represent the word "microprocessor" . 

Well, in fact they don't. CPU 
actually stands for "central processing 
unit" which is again historical and 
originally refered to the "brain" used in 
mini computers which actually took up 
several circuit boards rather than one IC 
package, as is the case with the relatively 
recent invention of the microprocessor. 

The correct mnemonic 1s in fact MPU 
(microprocessor unit) but to be 
consistent with most texts and my own 
bad habits I will continue to refer to it as 
the CPU. In this outline I will 
endeavour to keep the description of the 
structure broad enough to be general 
whilst pointing out those features 
perculiar to the 6502. 

The registers of the CPU are vital to 
the operation of a program. They can be 
broadly categorised into three types: 


GENERAL USE - These can be used for 
anything you like and are usually 
involved in most of the CPU's 
instructions. 

The accumulator is a general use 
register.

FLAGS 


INTENDED USE - These have one thing 
they do particularly well but can also 
be used for other purposes. 

The X and Y registers are examples 


DEDICATED USE -These have only one 
use and cannot normally be used for 
any other purpose. 

The stack pointer, program counter 
and flag (or status) register are 
examples. 


Some CPU's have many more 
registers of varying sizes. The Zilog 
Z80, for example, another very popular 
CPU among micro's, has_ several 
registers which can be used to emulate 16 
bit processing. True 16 bit processors 
such as Intels 80286 and Motorolla's 
68000 family have incredibly complex 
architectures making assembler 
programming a very difficult task. More 
recent chips have other areas of memory 
available as well as serial ports and 
“memory management" capabilities. 

Let's take a closer look at what each 
component does. The accumulator, as 
already mentioned, is a general purpose 
register. It is often used to receive data 
from the "address space" (memory/input 


output), to hold intermediate results of 
calculations, and to be the source of data 
to be stored in the address space. Most 
commands that involve arithmetic, logic, 
or testing will end up with the result in 
the accumulator. 

The name is yet again historical and 
relates to the days of early serial 
bit-at-a-time computers where the 
accumulator was a funnel through which 
everything had to go. 

The X and Y registers are general 
purpose registers which do their share of 
comparisons and logic operations as well 
as the very usefull task of indexing; I 
will expand on this a little later. 

The stack pointer is a dedicated use 
register which keeps track of a vital area 
of memory called the "stack". The stack 
iS an area, external to the CPU (stored on 
the first "page" of memory) used for fast 
and easy storage of data. Every time 
something is put on or taken off the 
stack the stack pointer is incremented or 
decremented accordingly. Placing data on 
the stack only requires one instruction, 
making it a very useful programming 
tool. 

The program counter is the 6502's 
only 16 bit register. It needs to be that 
long since it is used to store a 16 bit 
address. The program counter always 
points to the next instruction to be 
executed. It is incremented upon 
competition of an instruction. 

The flag register contains the 
condition or "status" of the CPU after an 
instruction has been executed. The flags 
have a significant use in programming. 
They can be used to direct program flow 
by “testing” them and making a decision 
depending on their condition. The 
meaning of each flag is as follows: 


N - Negative result. The previous 
Instruction resulted in a negative value 
when this flag is set (logic 1). 


v- Overflow. Indicates that the result of 
an addition or a subtraction requires more 
bits than available in the 8 bit register 
used to contain the result. 
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B- Software interrupt. This flag is used 
to differentiate between a software BRK 
and a hardware interupt. 


D- Decimal. When this flag is set the 
result of an arithmetic instruction should 
be interpreted as BCD (binary coded 
decimal) 


I- Interrupt. This flag is used to "mask" 
or hide a maskable interrupt. Interrupts 
will be explained in future issues. 


Z- Zero. When set the result of an 
instruction (Operation or comparison) 
was zero. 


C- Carry. This indicates an arithmetic 
carry or borrow occurred during an 
operation. Carry, somewhat confusingly, 
is also used to "catch" the remaining bit 
in a shift instruction. 


Before we dive into the instruction set 
of the 6502, we need to have an 
understanding of the way in which the 
memory is arranged. 

We know the CPU is equipped to 
address a total of 64K memory locations 
(1K = 1024 bytes). Because of the 
addressing features of the 6502, it is 
convenient to partition the memory into 
logical "pages". 

A page is simply a block of 256 
bytes. Thus memory locations 0 to 255 
are page 0 of memory. This first page is 
referred to as zero page and is used a lot 
in assembler programming. The next 
page is used for the stack but the 
remainder of the address space is 
unconstrained by design. 

On the Apple, certain areas of 
memory are used for other specific tasks 
such as housing DOS and BASIC 
variables. The reference manual contains 
a detailed description of the use of 
memory and what areas are available for 
user programs. 

To access a particular memory 
location we must first select the page and 
then the location within that page (this is 
actually done in reverse order). This 
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requires a total of four hex digits. 

We have a total of 256 pages of 
memory each containing 256 bytes, thus 
we need a number between 0 and 255 to 
select the page and another to select the 
location on the page. 255 decimal 
corresponds to $FF in hexadecimal, 
consequently location $FF FF represents 
the highest memory location (and largest 
value) we will ever need. 

When dealing with memory don't 
forget to include zero as the first 
location. Zero is a perfectly respectable 
number in computing! 

Right, let's take a look at our first 
assembly language instruction. 


LDA $A56B 


This instruction says: LoaD the 
Accumulator with the contents of 
memory location $A56B ($ implies hex 
notation). 

When this instruction is executed, a 
copy of the data held in location $A5 on 
page $6B is transfered along the "data 
bus" to the accumulator. In this example 
we have used Absolute Addressing. There 
are 12 main addressing modes on the 
6502 each of which have certain 
advantages and disadvantages and have 
specific uses. I will introduce them all 
eventually, by example. 

The above example takes three bytes 
of memory. By that I mean the CPU 
will require three locations to store the 
instruction in memory when it 1s 
assembled (translated to hex machine 
code); i.e. one byte to store the code for 
"LDA" and the remainder to store the 2 
byte address. Other addressing modes take 
more or less memory and consequently 
may be faster or slower to execute. Here 
is another example using Immediate 
Addressing. 


LDA #$2B 


This is the same instruction but using a 
different addressing mode. The instruction 
says LoaD the Accumulator immediately 
with the value $2B. The hash sign before 


the operand implies immediate 
addressing. It requires no memory access 
since it doesn't need to store or fetch 
anything. It uses only 2 bytes to 
assemble the instruction. 


STA $9F 


Here is another instruction using a 
slightly different addressing mode. The 
command is to STore the Accumulator at 
memory location $9F. This copies the 
contents of the accumulator to the 
required destination (as with the first 
example, the data held in the accumulator 
is only copied- not taken away or 
destroyed). 

You may notice that the address to 
which the data is to be copied is only 2 
digits, we haven't specified the page 
address. Aha! This brings us to Zero 
page Addressing. When we access zero 
page there is no need to specify the page 
address since it is automatically assumed 
to be zero. Consequently we have 
eliminated the third byte and are left with 
a faster 2 byte instrution. We have saved 
ourselves one whole microsecond! 

You may indeed laugh but reducing 
the amount of time invoved in executing 
instructions is of prime concern in large 
programs, particularly in commercial 
applications. Fast and_ efficient 
programming is always important no 
matter what language is used. 


TAX 
TAY 
TXA 
TYA 


These are all single byte instructions 
and use Inherent Addressing. 

TAX instructs the CPU to transfer a 
copy of the contents of the accumulator 
to the X register. TAY is the same 
except transfer to the Y register, TXA 
transfers from the X register to the 
accumulator and TAY - you guessed it - 
transfer from the Y register to the 
accumulator. 

Inherent addressing means the address 
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is inherent in the instruction; i.e. there 
is no need for an operand to specify 
where the data is to be transferred from or 
to. 

Don't be concerned if these 
instructions seem meaningless at this 
Stage, their significance will be revealed 
once we develop an understanding of the 
device. 

So far then, we have seen that there 
are a number of different ways to 
manipulate data with the 6502. The other 
addressing. modes and instructions will be 
discussed in future issues. In the mean 
time, however, the reference manual 
provides a list of the instruction set to 
ponder over.

DESKTOP PUBLISHING 


Getting it together 


NOTHING WE HAVE published has 
ever aroused so much correspondence and 
sO many telephone calls as our articles 
on desk top publishing. There is no 
doubt in our minds, and obviously in the 
minds of our readers, that this 1s the way 
personal computers are going to develop 
very strongly in the near future. And, as 
things stand, there is no machine 
currently available on the market which 
can approach the Macintosh with its 
Laserwriter for desk top publishing. 

In fact, there are other systems. 
Systems that are used by the major 
newspapers and magazines. But these 
systems start at around $80,000 and then 
rocket skywards. For example, on the 
Sydney Morning Herald, there is 
possibly the most expensive installation 
in the world. Even though this is a 
system of immense power and flexibility 
it isn't, quite, desktop publishing. 
Because it does not have built in, as yet, 
the ability to make up the pages. Not 
just broadside pages for the paper itself, 
but even A4 pages for magazines. There 
is no doubt this will come. At the 
moment all paste up is done by artists. 

Sophisticated though the system is, it 
iS not as sophisticated as one using the 
Macintosh and the LaserWriter. Because 
with the Macintosh you can not only 
write copy, edit copy, correct copy and 
check the spelling. You can then lay it 
Out into page format, add the illustrations 
and then print out the finished result in 
what is known as camera ready copy. 

As things stand, this form of desk 
top publishing is still only suitable for 
magazines of a low to medium grade. It 
is not suitable for magazines with 
pretensions to high level quality. There 
is a reason for this. The LaserWriter, as 
it stands, will only produce printed out 
copy which works to a resolution of 300 
dots by 300 dots per square inch. This is 
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built into the LaserWriter. However, it is 
known that a 600 dot engine already 
exists and Apple are seriously 
considering including this in a new 
version of the LaserWriter. 

This can only happen when there are 
at least 8 megabytes of memory built 
into the LaserWriter itself. And those 8 
megabytes of memory have to wait on 
the arrival of the one megabit chip. 
Although the chip has already been 
manufactured in some quantities it is not, 
as yet, generally or widely available. And 
not at the price that would make the 
machine feasible. But, judging by the 
recent history of such chips, there is no 
doubt that we will see an 8 megabyte 
LaserWriter within 12 months from now. 
And it is very probable that at the same 
time we will see an option that will 
allow 600 dots by 600 dots per square 
inch. At that point the quality is so near 
to photo typesetting that it makes, 
effectively, no difference. And at which 
point we will have true desk top 
publishing for all magazines that have a 
page size no larger than A4. 

This is an inherent limitation of the 
Macintosh LaserWriter. It is designed 
specifically for what Apple consider to be 
an A4 size. (It is in fact slightly distorted 
in size). To make a LaserWriter that 
would produce a page greater than A4 
would require a logorithmic leap in 
memory and we are not likely to see one 
producing quality results within the next 
few years. It is possible when preparing 
magazines to produce two A4 pages 
horizontally and stick them together to 
give a much larger format. But, in truth, 
the results are always something less 
than felicitous. This is because the mind 
has great difficulty visualising the 
finished effect. Which always looks as if 
it had bent in the middle. 

But for sizes up to A4 in desk top 


publishing the Macintosh and the 
LaserWriter are undoubtedly the way to 
£0. 

We have been using these machines 
since day one. Indeed, if the truth be 
known we've been using them since 
before day one because we managed to 
get access to a Macintosh LaserWriter set 
up in Borneo before they were released to 
the general public. 

Although the program has many bugs 
in it, we still prefer to use Ready Set Go 
version 1 for making up The Australian 
Apple Review. This, too, will change in 
the very near future. The reason why we 
prefer RSG I is that the method of 
working exactly duplicates our initial 
method of working using Letraset and 
paste down galleys. RSG 2, which has 
all the bugs removed and is, indeed, a 
better program, does not work in that 
way, and the innate conservatism of the 
people in the office has meant that we've 
stayed with RSG J. 

This too is about to change. In Hong 
Kong there is a internationally known 
graphic designer called Jerry Lee who 
works. almost exclusively with the 
Macintosh and the LaserWriter. Jerry Lee 
has taken our sister publication, The 
Hong Kong Apple Review, and has 
totally redesigned it. Because he thinks 
and works as a designer first and as a 
publisher second he not only does not 
use RSG. He positively hates it. For 
him the ideal program in the world is 
Page Maker by Aldus. He believes it is 
possible for it to be improved. But not 
by much. 

For him Page Maker works in 
precisely the same way as he is used to. 
It allows him to design, lay out, 
illustrate pages with great ease, great

facility and great speed. The other programs that he uses with of PRREHEEE LEASE a 
Page Maker are, of course, MacPaint but less obviously ~ tad fete FE ig 
Magic Slate. He considers this one of greatest design tools 
ever produced for a designer. 

In desk top publishing it is not just a question of laying 
out type, designing headings, dropping in pieces of 
information. There is also the problem of illustration. 

We have tried almost every system available to try and put 
illustrations into our Macintosh. The system which was 
introduced into this country called Micron Eye simply does 
not work with enough resolution to be used in professional Hf pe 
publishing. Even people who are very experienced in its use ie 
cannot make it perform to a high enough standard. The same 
is true of Thunderscan. We have used this with little or no 
success. This Thunderscan system may be useful for amateurs 
but it is definitely not suitable for professionals. The only 
way in which you can easily, at this moment transfer images 
from a book onto a laid out Macintosh page is to use a 
reducing and enlarging photocopier. This is far from ideal. But 
it works. 

There is a second way which we have not yet mastered but 
we believe has tremendous potential. That is to use a video 
camera and MacVision to transfer images into the Macintosh

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and by the Mac-crazed William Bullock, 
and we believe that this may be the way 
to travel. As a result we have acquired a 
video camera, a video recorder and a 
MacVision and the next issue of this 
magazine that you will see will contain 
images produced in that way. 

We have heard that another system is 
to imported into Australia in the very 
near future. This will be a flat bed 
scanner and will, or so we are assured, 
put the images into the Macintosh at 
exactly the same resolution as that used 
by the LaserWriter. It will work well 
with half tones as well as with line 
drawings. We will believe it when we see 
it. Our information is that this machine 
is going to cost more than somewhat - as 
in $4,000. However, if it does work there 
is no doubt it will be snapped up by 
eager designers world wide. It will be the 
solution to many problems. 

For traditional printers and typesetters 
there is anew program for the Macintosh 
which has been written in Australia and 
which appears to have considerable merit 
- if you are a traditional type setter. This 
is JusText which provides a full range of 
typesetting commands. It's got its own 
text editor built in and it can address the 
LaserWriter directly. Understand that this 
is not a product for the average user. 
Even the author William Bates states that 
it is for the professional phototypesetter. 
The program gives professionals the 
commands and tools they need to produce 
phototypesetting of the type and quality 
that they are used to on their professional 
machines. At least, it will be of the 
quality when the 600 dot LaserWriter 
becomes generally available. 

This is a new era for the personal 
computer, a new era that has been created 
by the Macintosh and the LaserWriter. 
There is no doubt in our mind that we 
will soon see a rash of Me-Too programs 
and machines for the IBM PCs to try and 
catch up with the massive head start that 
Macintosh has got in the desk top 
publishing field. It is extremely unlikely 
that they can ever catch up totally. They 
are Starting from too far behind. é

The end result is that you can 
use a guitar, your own voice or a trumpet 
to control other instruments via MIDI. If 
you find it hard to get what you want 
from using a keyboard to control MIDI 
messages, this is the ultimate solution. 
In principle such a chore should be 
child's play for a home computer, so 
programming whizzes, how about it! I 
for one would jump at the prospect.

Music for the Masses is the foundation of the efforts of 
Mobex, the company behind Casio keyboards and synthesizers, 
Casio watches, and of late dare I mention, Atari computers. It 
would appear that their motto takes priority over their own 
product loyalties, as they have shown much interest in 
supporting users of other computers.

The first 1s the little known or little publicised advantage of 
their CZ 101 synthesizer over most other brand synthesizers.

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Computer People 


and Music 


When I first invited the idea of 
computer aided music I did not realise the 
advantages that I had over most people. 
An overview of programs available for 
computer aided music making does 
demonstrate a need for computer literate 


musicians with a knowledge of 
multitrack recording. As I have found 
this is a rather select few, it is a wonder 
that so many people have taken on the 
struggle and are to this day loyally 
expending their free time trying to work 
out how to use the programs to make 
music. 

Don't fret, the sheer volume of 
interest in the subject will no doubt get 


writers of such software to clean up 
their act. But in the meantime I would 
like to bring to your attention some of 
the gaps that need to be bridged for you 
to enjoy the wonderful prospects of 
writing and playing your own music 
using computers. 

This section will handle the mental. 
blocks that come after you have learnt 
the basics of working the program you 
are using and have come to the point of 
doing something CREATIVE. Anyone 
can waffle away with some musical 
doodlings, but how do you go about 
writing a proper song? 

There is a certain magic associated 
with writing music, decidedly more so 
with lyric writing. Being magical does 
not mean that it has to be mystical, 
especially if you set an instrumental 
piece in your sights. Writing good 
instrumental music is a lot more,

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methodic than you would think. Let me outline what is 
involved. 


Bridging gaps 

In an instrumental piece there are four main areas to be 
written and arranged in an interesting way to maintain interest. 
These are percussion, bass section, chordal accompaniment and 
the lead melody line. These could be likened to drums, bass 
guitar, synth and vocals respectively, in most Rock band 
lineups. 

In our case we don't have a singer or a bass guitarist or 
whatever. We substitute these with MIDI controlled sound 
modules and play them all ourselves using our computer. 
Forget about all that! Computer aided music making tends to 
bring out the power monger in me. 

Anyway, we substitute drums with digital drum machines, 
use a bass synth for bass sounds, a normal polyphonic synth 
for chordal accompaniment, and a monophonic synth voice for 
lead vocals. The Roland MKS7 is ideal for this as is also a 


combination of a drum machine and a synth such as the 


CZ101 with multiple MIDI addresses. 

Back to the theoretic side of writing. And there are a myriad 
options open to you. By far the easiest way to start your 
masterpiece is to select just one of the four groups as a 
foundation for building the rest of your music. If you have had 
a melody line humming in your head all day, why not start by 
putting that down first? It is important if you do this part first 
to put down what is called a click track in the music industry. 
It is a timing beat like a metronome to help you keep time and 
to keep continuity in the piece. A lot of singers tend to write 
music this way, especially ballads and other melodic forms of 
music. 

Simply set up a track on your sequencer program with a 
"click" on each beat of the bar. This could be a hi-hat or 
rimshot on a drum machine. Next you hum to yourself the 
phrase that you have in mind and try to play it on your 
keyboard. If necessary slow down the tempo of your click track 
and get it down with more accuracy. I recommend you 
experiment with the layering of the other tracks in this order. 
1. melody line 
2. chordal accompaniment 
3. drums and 
4. bass. 

With each step experiment with different sounds. Drums in 
particular are hard to write and I will deal with them later. 

For more rhythmic music as with Rock, Reggae and Blues, 
a different approach is needed. The drums have a much more 
important part to play in the direction of the music. And 
usually the melody line is the last thing to be layered over the 
top of the foundation of drums, bass and chords. 

An interesting effect is to think up some really good 
rhythmic bass line using a click track and to write the drums 
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and chords around it. This is the basis of most good dance 
music. Think of Grace Jones’ song "Dance to the Rhythm". 

The whole song is impregnated with a sly drum rhythm that 
is known as a lazy rhythm in the music world. If you listen to 
the bass guitar in that song you will hear how closely 
interweaved a set of drums and a bass guitar can be. The use of 
neat little counter rhythms and tight emphatic beats make the 
song really swing. That is part of the legacy that has been 
given by the black influence in pop music. They seem to have 
an innate sence of rhythm. 


Writing drums 

An area of particular contention is the writing of drum 
rythms. The problem is exacerbated by the fact that most 
people don't have a good feel for rhythms. A way to solve this 
is to get a drum machine with an LCD screen that enables you 
to graphically see what you are playing. The screen may look 
like this;

The screen is dissected into 16 segments, each equal to 1/16 
of a bar in 4/4 time. The lazy rhythm spoken of earlier is 
obtained by limiting the bar to 12 segments of the bar;

Examples of other types of rhythms are as follows. If your 
drum machine is not gifted with such a tool as this, why not 
use a piece of paper and write out the rhythm you want on it, 
using our graphs as a guide. 

To wind up this section of bridge building I would like to 
remind you of the main points of our discussion. Remember 
that music making is not some mystical gift given to a 
special few, it is a skill that most can learn and use with self 
Satisfying proficiency. Keep trying and before you know it the 
Rift will be gone. @

The package contains 
the World Almanac and Book of Facts 
which is published by the newspaper 
enterprise foundation in New York. This 
book is 928 pages long and is set in the 
smallest legible type in existence. We 
think it is six point gibberish but it is 
certainly impossible to read unless you 
are a) young and b) have 20/20 vision. 
Luckily you don't have to read the book 
to play the game. It is just there in case 
you get desperate.

The opening scenario is as follows: 

"Monday 5.00am. A ringing sound 
jars you awake. You grope for the phone 
and drop the receiver on the floor. Out of 
the darkness comes the voice of your 
boss ‘Wake up, kid. Got an assignment 
for you.’ You stumble out of bed, turn 
on the light, and grab your brand new 
detective's notebook.” 

You set off to find that you are 
chasing Carmen Sandiego's gang which 
has stolen the torch of the Statue of 
Liberty. You find that you have to chase 
the gang right through all the capitals of 
the world. , 

In each city you see a well known 
landmark or monument and you're briefed 
on the local geography and culture. As

you explore the city you unearth clues to 
the crooks’ identity and many clues you 
will understand right away. Others 
youwill have to look up in the World 
Almanac of Facts. 

By the time you finish running 
through this game you'll have, a) enjoyed 
yourself and b) learned a lot more of the 
world around us. Because there are ten 
possible suspects, thirty cities and very 
nearly 1000 clues. The game changes 
every time you play it and works as an 
entertainment machine and as a trivia 


tutor. — 
Incidentally, it is our opinion that 
Carmen San Diego is innocent. 
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Captain Goodnight 


and the Island of Fear 


The next game recommended by Paul 
Beaver, and for our money the best, is 
Captain Goodnight and the Island of 
Fear. This is by Michael White and again 
is by Broderbund, who undoubtedly 
produce some of the finest games 
available for personal computers. 

This game uses graphics and text to 
tremendous advantage. Captain 
Goodnight is a cross between Biggles, 
James Bond and Hannay. He keeps 
finding himself up against that 
reknowned naughty person Doctor Maybe 
of the Federation of Evil. This time the 
Doctor has devised a doomsday machine 
and is threatening to destroy the entire 
civilised world. The machine is hidden in 
the underground Federation of Evil 
headquarters, Doom Island, and the free 
world is being blackmailed by the 
naughty doctor. 

With the game you get a code 
descrambler, a circular disk guaranteed to 
decipher any code providing it doesn't 
drive you mad first. There is also a map 
and a mission briefing. 

You play the game either with a 
keyboard or a joystick but it works 


infinitely better with a joystick because 
you can speed it up when you get to any 
parts where you feel you're in command 
of the situation. The game has its tongue 
firmly in its cheek but at the same time 
puts you into the situation where you 
need to use intelligence and skill to 
survive. Captain Roscoe does "Buzz" 
"Goodnight Cap" is not perhaps the most 
endearing hero in computer games. But 
he must be very near it. Captain 
Goodnight and the Island of Fear is very 
nearly the ultimate that can be achieved 
with current technology on computer. 
The next big breakthrough is going to be 
the use of the video images. That can't be 
far away.

is available on the Macintosh but not as 
far as we know on the Apple II yet. Paul 
Beaver has in fact stopped playing this 
game because he has got to the stage 
where he will nearly always win.

You can be one of the 
great military minds of all time. Julius 
Caesar, Genghis Khan, Sun Tsu and so 
on. You find yourself in battle against 
some historic opponents who use quite 
authentic military strategies. You can 
zoom into any area of the battlefield and 
direct your forces as best you may. When 
you and the enemy meet there is 
animated conflict. We have run this game 
on an IBM in order to see it in colour. 

We have yet to find anybody who 
sees the Ancient Art of War who does 
not become instantly and totally addicted. 
This is the intelligent version of Captain 
Goodnight. It is, in the main, 
historically accurate. It adopts the 
personalities of genuine historical figures 
and conducts the battles according to their 
known methods and biases. It depends on 
the intelligence and foresight of the 
player rather than skill in pressing 
buttons. It 1s, we promise you, totally 
addictive.

This month's books have 
proved to be a mixed bag, with 
some good meaty prose garanteed 
to Keep your soldering iron hot, 
a couple of "manuals", and a 
book to help sooth the savage 
micro. Are they all great? 
Well... I for one have stopped 
waiting for miracles. 


Title: Music for the 


Apple II 
Author: Thomas Rudolph 
Publisher: Unsinn (through 
Dorian Music, Qld) 
Size; 21cm by 28cm by about

As an ex-editor of this illustrious 
publication, I have felt the pangs of 
horror over the last few months when 
seeing the number of words devoted to of 
all things, music on the Apple. To 
certain people, the rhythm of the dot mat 
is aS near to Beethoven as they would 
care to go, and the sound of a head seek 
as delicate as a scale. In other words, if 
people want to waste time with music, 
they should get a stereo and not an 
Apple. 

I daresay many would disagree with 
this viewpoint and draw my attention to 
the number of chips getting warm in 
recording studios. And point to the 
number of Apples in education. If you 
are one of those people, and particularly 
if involved in education, then here is a 
book for you. 

Music for the Apple IIT was written by 
a music teacher in a little US town by 
the name of Haverfor, who found his 
courses scrapped due to lack of student 
interest. Probably because of an aversion 
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to hunger, he decided to introduce a 
course in music theory using a micro. 
The ending is predictable - his 
enrollments increased and he wrote this 
book. 

Bearing the background in mind, the 
book is excellent as it provides a teacher 
with a comprehensive sourcebook of 
tested ideas and references on how to use 
an Apple for music. 

Unfortunately, Chapter 1 - Micro- 
computer Basics, contains material most 
readers would have probably seen 
elsewhere. The chapter explains what K 
are and why they are important, and why 
there is a disk drive and not a trumpet 
attached to the Apple. However, from 
here on the content becomes much more 
useful. 

Chapter 2 - Apple II Sound 
Production, deals with the Apple speaker 
and digital (from the Apple) to analog (to 
the amplifier) conversion (DAC). It was 
at this point in my reading of the book 
that I changed my mind and decided it 
was good and not a waste of time. 
Throughout, the author qualifies what is 
said with lists usually of advantages 
AND disadvantages . This gives a rank 
beginner direction in what to look for in 
hardware/software or when actually 
teaching. Figure 1. from this chapter is 
an example. 

The book has a further eight chapters 
which deal with: Chapter 3 - Music 
Education, Chapter 4 - Music Learning 
Applications, Chapter 5 - Music 
Systems, Chapter 6 - MIDI (Musical 
Instrument Digital Interface), Chapter 7 - 
Developing a Course of Study, Chapter 8 
- Administrative Applications, Chapter 9 
- Interfacing and Telecommunications, 
Chapter 10 - Programming, General Care 
& Proposal Writing, and ending with 21, 
appendicies which source hardware from 
interface boards to video disks, and

software from wordprocessing to 
marching bank programs. 

So overall, the book would rate at the 
top of a "useful" catagory for someone 
Interested in, or teaching music 
(particularly if the class is shrinking and 
the job is threatened). The main 
shortcomings of the work as I saw them, 
were that the book is beginning to be 
dated (published 1984) and referrences are 
to US companies. However, looking at 
Ric Richardson's articles, I take it 
theMIDI 1s still around, and the teaching 
ideas certainly will not suffer with time.

Leaving the music and going to the 
manuals brings us to the next title. I use 
the word "manuals" as such books 
usually do no more than reiterate the text 
accompanying software, probably for the 
benefit of shy people who have walked 
out of the shop after having made their 
purchase, have left the manual behind and 
are too embarrassed to go back and get it. 

Structured MS Basic for the Macintosh 
could fall into this category, but would 
be better described as a Straight text 
book. After reading Chapter 1 - 
Introduction to Structured Programming, 
I felt there was something familiar in the 
final pages being a chapter summary. 
The feeling was substantiated by 
summary and EXERCISES at the end of 
Chapter 3 - Getting the Computer to 
Calculate and Output. And, total 
certainty when a thorough search of the 
book revealed no answers and a Preface 
which said self study or text. 

As a text book, Structured MS Basic 
for the Macintosh is very good but does 
not possess boundless patience. For 
example when talking about mathe- 
matical graphics, the book says, "This 
program uses trigonometry. If you do not 
understand it, never mind; you can use it 
anyway. Warming words which really 
say how little has changed with texts 
since the Dark Ages. 

While the background explanations 
may be lacking, when it comes to the 
programming, the explanations are all 
there - terse and precise. "The color is, of 
course, either white, which has a value of 
30, or black which is 33. To plot a point 
in the upper left-hand corner of the 
Output window we use PSET (0,0). The 
size of the point plotted is one pixel by 
one pixel; it is a square. If we omit the 


color it is, by default, black..." Not 
passages designed to start any romance 
with your Macintosh, but getting an 
accurate message across. 

There are 19 chapters all up, dealing 
with every aspect of Microsoft Basic 
with examples and exercises. And, as a 
good text on programming, it goes 
further than a manual which itemises 
what each reserved word means, and 
teaches how to string code together. For 
example, Chapter 7 - Structuring Control 
Flow, deals with such things as flow 
charts, loops and problems with them, 
while Chapter 10 - Program Design is 
devoted to just that, program design, 
with example programs in most chapters 
(Figure 2). 

Can the book be recommended? The 
answer is a qualified yes. My feeling 
when I finished the book was that as a 
text in a class situation it was very good. 
For self-study however, it appeared to 
lack the tutorial style necessary. I felt 
that in this situation for maximum 
benefit could not be reassuring just to see 
your answers are in fact correct. The lack 
of feedback from the book and the 
clinical style would: be balanced by a 
room of people, but by a solitary 
Macintosh? Doubtful.

Structured MS Basic for the Macintosh 


Book is a set of exercises divided under 
three broad headings. 

Part One - Operations, deals with 
basics ranging from where the keyboard 
is on the Apple to a rundown of the 
standard wordprocessing commands under 
Apple Writer and how to use them, Part 
Two - Wordprocessing Applications, 
goes into fancier aspects of 
wordprocessing such as the use of 
various formats in documents, reports 
and tables, and Part Three shows the 
advanced features and the use of Quick 
File II (for Ie). 

The book is 1n tutorial form and would 
primarily have appeal to the secretary or 
the typist in a small business. The bias 
in the examples is towards business 
letters, medical reports and accounting 
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formats rather than anything else, and the 
Apple is in some ways treated as little 
more than a glorified typewriter. 

However, with the alleged training 
disk, The Apple Writer Wordprocessing 
Book can be of value in high schools or 
colleges considering teaching word- 
processing on Apples. The reason here is 
that there is enough in the early chapters 
to foster an awareness of the computer, a 
set of very well graded exercises through 
all parts of the book and a disk which 
allows the students to concentrate on 
wordprocessing techniques rather than 
spend the majority of the time keying in 
text and the minority of the time 
manipulating it. 

My major criticisms of the book are 
two fold. The first is simple - the price is 
too high. For $47.50, I would have liked 
to have had the disk as well. But then 
again, maybe I'm just being greedy. 

The second criticism is that the book 
is full of Americanisms. Formats, dates 
and spellings are not as ours, and this 
would mean some reworking of the 
excercises before making them available, 
particularly to younger students.

Certainly a discouragement though the 
book 1s well worth it for anyone keen to 
experiment and build, as the book can 
easily be used as a reference to a number 
of chips and interfaces. 

The first thing about Apple 
Instrumentation & Control is that it does 
not duplicate the manuals. Very early in 
the book this is made clear, "We will 
indicate which signals are to be used for 
each project and which memory addresses 
to use. You should keep the reference 
manual handy..." 

Chapter One - Introduction to Apple 
Interfacing, gives a pinout of the Apple 
II's slots and describes the signals and 
their status - what they are and whether 
they are active low or active high. 
Chapter Two - Parallel I/O, describes the 
memory locations and the chips involved 
when passing or receiving data in 8 bit 
bytes where all 8 are transmitted at the 
same time. 

From Chapter Three - Interfacing 
Power Control Devices, suggestions for 
projects start to flow. The book is not 
step-by-step, do-it-yourself, interfacing.

Rather it gives the information and the 
ideas and leaves you to do the rest. For 
example Figure 3 shows two figures 
from the book illustrating a solid state 
relay (SSR) and the connections and use 
to which this could be applied - 
switching on a light. The book also 
gives the code, or describes how to write 
the code to achieve this. 

The remaining chapters are: Chapter 
Four - Interfacing to Analog Inputs, 
including single input A/D conversion, 
Chapter Five - Structuring Your 
Applications Programs, Chapter Six - 
Using Basic and Machine Language 
Effectively, Chapter Seven - Using the 
Computer as a Strage Scope, Chapter 
Eight - Using the Computer as a 
Waveform Generator, Chapter Nine - 
Serial I/O, including a description of the 
RS 232C, and Chapter Ten - The IEEE 
488 Bus, including an overview and 
connection to the Apple. 

To sum up on this one, I would say 
Apple Instrumentation & Control is a 
book which would be well used by 
someone keen to extend the uses of their 
Apple. Those who read Byte magazine 
from the US would know Ciarcia's 
Circuit Cellar column. Apple 
Instrumentation & Control verges 
towards that, leaving more for you to do, 
but at the same time making it easier by 
using the Apple as a basis. 

However one final word of caution 
based on painful experience - if in doubt, 
don't switch it on. An incorrectly wired 
interface board is one of the surest ways 
to cook your Apple and on the other side 
of the interface, don't forget the US only 
uses 120V.

The 
8088 chip is. slow, relatively 
unintelligent, and more than somewhat 
outdated. In listening to Bill Gates one 
realised that his program Windows was 
not written for the standard IBM 8088, it 
was written for the AT. As the young 
and super intelligent Mr Gates is very 
involved with IBM we can take it that 
the 801286 chip is going to be the 
standard throughout the line in the very 
near future. 

It is most flattering for Apple to see 
so many efforts being made to make 
other computers as easy to use and as 
powerful as the Macintosh. It is this 
Worm's humble opinion that Apple did 
not do the right thing when they took 
legal action against Digital because, in 
Apple's opinion, the Icons used in Gem 
were too much like those used by the 
Macintosh. 

No one will argue that this was not 
so. But it might have been possible for 
Apple to encourage Digital to make them 
even more like the Icons on the 
Macintosh. And by doing so they would 
have created an industry standard. An 
industry standard which, effectively, 
Apple controls because they were first 
cab off the rank. (It would be wrong and 
churlish of Worm to point out that the 
whole concept of Icons came not in fact 
from Apple but from the Palo Alto 
research centre run by Xerox. Churlish 
indeed). 

The amended Gem by Digital is still 
enough like the Mac desk top to be 
recognisable, but not enough like it to be 
considered to have a joint industry 
standard. Which many might consider a 
pity. Because the machine that sets the 
standard very frequently gets the market 
shares. 

Jack Trameil, the head of Atari, 
introduced the Atari 520ST with Gem 
built in. He said it was not in any way a 
copy of the Macintosh desk top, but 
merely used the “desk top environment". 
Which appears to this Worm to be 
splitting hairs. The fact is the Macintosh 
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method of operation is being accepted 
very widely as being the way to go. 

This worm has had in his possesion 
for some time an Atari 520St and has 
been able to compare it to the 
Macintosh. In truth, it is not in the same 
league. First of all there is a desperate 
shortage of programs. Secondly the desk 
top does not work as well or as quickly. 
Thirdly the machine is simply not as 
well built. True, it is cheaper - but not 
by much. True, it has an integral full 
colour screen. But the Macintosh will 
soon have that. Nevertheless, this 
machine along with the Commodore 
Amiga represent the future opposition 
around the world. Both of them use the 
Gem interface. Both of them have pull 
down screens, desk tops and icons and 
mice. Exactly the same as the 
Macintosh. 

In advertising it is a well known truth 
that "Me Too" products never make a 
major impact on the market. And I think 
this is going to be true of the Amiga and 
the Atari. No doubt they both have 
excellent facilities. No doubt they are 
being sold at a competitive price. But 
they do not truly compete with the 
Macintosh because they lack the quality 
of construction, the elegance of 
programming and the immense range of 
available programs. All these three 
machines share in common perhaps the 
Motorola 68000 chip and the desk top 
environment. It will be interesting to see 
in the next few months the way in which 


the market share in the United States and 
the market share in Australia is 
apportioned. 

Far more of a threat to the Macintosh 
is the extended, amended and updated IBM 
JX. About which this Worm has a most 
curious tale to tell. I first got to learn 
about the IBM JX when I was contacted 
by my cousin Watanabe Worm in Tokyo 
to tell me that a new, cheap and 
interesting IBM was on sale. This 
machine had a built in capability for 
Japanese characters, contained a 3.5 inch 
disk drive from Sony which used double 
sided double density 720K disks and had a 
cartridge socket. 

Lo and behold the machine was released 
in Australia last year by IBM with a 
subdued fanfare of trumpets specifically 
for the education market. On close 
Inspection it could be seen the disk drive 
now on the offered 360K of memory and 
only worked with single sided disks. This 
Worm, being of a nosy and inquisitive 
nature, took one apart and found out that 
the mechanism had been modified so that 
recording was only done on every other 
track. The reason for this was difficult to 
fathom. IBM - following a tradition as 
old as the hills - were saying nothing. 
The best explanation I was able to find 
was that IBM wanted all programs from 
the IBM PC to copy directly onto these 
new disks. As the IBM PC used 5.25 
inch disks which only held 360K of 
information the new disks were 
mechanically fixed so that they would 
keep completely in step. This process is 
known as a Diskoid Lobotomy. é
